At  this  tiaa.  Officer  M.  H.  McDonald  approached  the  suspect  and  aade  contact, 
and  he  resisted. 


This  investigator  than  ran  down  three  or  fcur  steps  to  the  floor  end  up  the 
sislej  as  he  reached  the  row  ef  eeats  where  the  arrest  was  in  progress, 
several  officers  wars  struggling  with  the  suspect. 

Dateotive  Bob  Carroll  said  that  he  had  the  suspect's  gun.  The  suspect  was 
overpowered  and  handeuffad.  He  said  several  words;  the  words  cannot  be 
recalled  with  the  exception  of  "Police  Brutality"  and  "1  haven't  dona 
nothing.'' 

This  investigator  asked  the  suspect  hie  neae,  but  he  did  net  reply. 

This  investigator  then  ordered  the  arreetii*  officers  to  reasve  the  suspect 
to  the  City  Hall  with  all  possible  apeod  and  this  was  dona.
